See PLAN N This Mile of the Rod is tolerably wide, and good, that Part of it from the I ; 
Mile 1. Pound in Woodbridge to the Road branching off to Grandiſburgh, for want 
of a proper Attention to make it ſolid, is liable to be a good deal cut up, and the Water to 
ſettle upon it. | | 


., The Road here is pretty ſolid and firm, being by the Attention of the Magiſtrates, | 
widened and rendered good to the Valley near the Wheelwright's Shop; the remainder of 

this Mile up to near Mr. Jobn Aldis's Gate, is narrow, and incommodious, being about the 
Width only of Twelve Feet. 5 n 


This Part of the Road runs uniformly of the Width of Twelve Feet, is very indirect | 
in its Courſe, cut up, ſhaded, and very incommodious, to Horſe, and Carriage. _ 


4. This Part is pretty uniform with the laſt, (except about half a Mile), which is more 
ſolid and firm; the Road winding round Mr. C. T. Rifowe's Dial-Poſt-Fields, ought to be 
carried acroſs the ſame, in the Track of the preſent Foot-Path, and entering the Road near 
the Dial-Poſt there, cauſe @ ſaving of One Furlong, in the Diſtance ; the Road from the Dial- 
Poſt to the Corner of the Meadow, near Mr. Butcher's Yards, in wet Weather, is particu- 
larly bad, for want of a proper Drainage to carry off the Water which very much ſettles 
there below the Hill, the aowark (being about Ten Feet in Width), contributing very 
eſſentially thereto. | 2 


. The Road in this Part is in much better Condition, and wider than the laſt Mile, be- 
ing about Twenty Feet in Width; the Soil being looſe, requires ſolid Materials to render it 
more firm, and leſs heavy for Carriages. * | 5 


6. The firſt Quarter of this Mile, up to Clopton Pot-Aſh Farm, has been recently new- 
laid out, of a proper Width, raiſed and gravelled, and is in good Condition, the reſt up to 
Otley Bottom, is generally ſufficiently wide, but requires to be raiſed in the Centre and pro- 
ma formed ; the Water Courſes acroſs this Road muſt be arched over, otherwiſe they will 

liable frequently to render the Road impaſſable; the Current of Water here is often very. 
rapid, and ſwelled to a great depth. | 


7. This Road compriſing Oriq Hill, has within a few Years, been widened, raiſed, and 
improved at a great Expence, and is now in a very good State; the Bottom of the Hill is 
ſubject to be inundated, for want of a proper Conveyance of the Water. 


8. About Three Furlongs here being formerly a Green or Common, has lately been in- 
cloſed by the ſeveral Tenants adjoining the ſame, in doing which, they have injudiciouſly 
left the Road only Twenty Feet wide, the Centre is likewiſe raiſed too high, and left ſo-nar- 
row, that Carriages will with great difficulty paſs each other, and the more ſo, as the Ditch- 
es are made in the Road fide. 


9. From the above incloſed Road to the Junction of the wich Road this Road lies in 
an open, and bad ſtate, except what little has very lately been done, towards the Repair 
thereof; Care ought to be taken ſo as to obviate any further Incloſure thereof in the above 
Manner; in this Part of the Road, on Account of the flatneſs and wetneſs of the Country, 
Forty Feet would not be too much in Width, to let in all the Sun and Air poſſible. 


10. 11. 12. Entering the high Road at Helmingbam, the Junction aforeſaid, and tracing 
the ſame up to Debenbam, it will be found uniformly good, ſolid, raiſed in general tolerably 
well in the Centre, and appears to have lately had a proper Attention to its Improvement. 


lt may be proper to add, that in reſpe& of Materials for the above Road, ſuch as 
Sand, Gravel, and Stones, they may be found at proper Diſtances all the Way ; in 
moſt Places, Pits adjoin the Road. = | | 


Ix ALL RoaDs, a great Advantage certainly accrues by cutting and keeping the Fences 
and Trees as low as poſſible, ſo as to admit the greateſt degree of Sun and Air, making 
them of a ſufficient Width, raiſing the Centre, and not ſuffering the Water to be ſtati- 
onary on them. By an Attention to theſe Things, the above Roa, beyond a doubt, 
would invite the Traffic of the Public, and conſequently eſtabliſh a free and eaſy Inter- 
courſe between the two reſpectable Towns of WoopBrIDGE and DEBENHAM.
